announced today. 

The warships were said to have 
moved into the waters a short dis 
tance off Sidi Barrani and fired 
at point-blank range, scoring di- 
rect hits on Italian military ob- 
jectives. 

A British naval communique 
said the new attack—the third in 
10 days—was made about dawn 
yesterday. Many shells wete said 
to have fallen in the heart of

Egypt. 

Waves of flames were seen to 
leap skyward and severe explo- 
sions followed.
